WASHINGTON. — American and 
other Western intelligence sources 
believe an Israeli missile now in 
production, the Jericho, is primarily 
designed to carry a nuclear war- 
head, the “New York Times” re- 
ported yesterday. 

In a front-page story by Willlam 
Beecher, the “Times” military cor- 
respondent, alis 
were sald to regard the Israeli in- 
vestment in the Jericho as too ex- 
pensive if only a conventional, high- 
explosive warhead was envisaged. 

While American sources were far 
from certain that Israel had nuclear 
warheads, they were quoted as say- 
ing that the decision to go into 
production “strongly " Is- 
rael has them or believes it could 
Seon have them. 

The “Times” said it was believed 
the Jericho was being produced at 
the rate of three to six a month, 
but Israel had reportedly not de- 
ployed any of the two-stage, solid- 
fuel missiles yet. 

According to the sources quoted 
in the “Times,” the Jericho has 8 
range of 300 mities or more and is 
the result of development work 
which began 10 years ago as 8 
means of deterring Egypt by the 
capability of destroying Cairo with 
nuciear warheads, 

U.S. CONCERNED 

The Beecher report said a number 
of American officials are concerned 
that if Egypt and the Soviet Union 
become convinced that Israel has 
deployed xnuclear-tipped missiles 
Moscow may feel it would have to 
deploy a comparable missile in 
Egypt under the control of its own 
forces. 

The missile Ikely to be deployed 
in such an event was said to be 
the Scaleboard, with a range of 
about 450 miles.

CRIME—ITS CAUSES AND TREATMENT 
Criminology in Israel 


Ou present underatanding of the 
Personal and social factors that 
engender “criminal” conduct tends 
increasingly to call into question 
the rationale of our social structure 
aad notions about regulating social 
behaviour, The ever-present tension 
between the claims of individual 
freedom and the demands of s0- 
ciety has- reached a polnt where 
the very definition of crime 1s be- 
ing challenged and the whole pur- 
Bose of punishment’ and its ef- 
fectiveness in treating deviant be- 
haviour is in dispute. In addition 
to all this, we lack information of 
how the existing system really 
works out in many important res- 
pects, 

And more than that, while cri- 
muinology and penology have found 
it relatively easy to agree on the 


- Shortcomings of the present system 


and in so doing to obliterate the 
old guidelines, they have not been 
So successful in telling us what 
should take its place. One reason 
for this may be the comparative 
infancy of these two disciplines. But 
there are more serious reasons, 
which stem from an almost cate- 
gorical rejection as bad or evil of 
existing concepts, and an adoption 
of new doctrinaire views about the 
Causes of “criminal” conduct and 
the means of eliminating it, 


Two fashions 


One fashion — that is the only 
way to describe it — is to regard 
the offender as abnormal either bio- 
logically or psychologically and 
without moral blameworthiness or 
any ‘freedom of choice; a sick per- 
son in need of individual therapy. 
Taken to its logical conclusion, 
that would involve the proposition 
that for every offender there can 
be only one properly correct indi- 
‘vidualized “sentence,” regardless of 
the economic cost. Another fashion 
is to see in crime and punishment 
an exclusively social problem which 
only a radical change of our 530- 
cClety can resolve. 

Be that as it may, crime apparent- 
jy always will be with us, and all 
‘we can do is to be better informed 
about it and in the light of our 
knowledge refine our reformative 
and other techniques and treatment 
of offenders, It is gratifying that 
the work done in Israel seems on 
the whole to follow this approach 
as the studies presented in the two 
volumes under review amply demon- 
strate. 


Training Judges 


‘Thus, Professor Drapkin, in a very 
alanced essay on the “Criminolo- 
gical Aspects of Sentencing,” urges 
the need to train our judges in the 
findings and techniques of modern 
criminology and penology. While 
duly emphasising the importance of 
evaluating the rsonality of the 
accused, he points out that the 
judge also has to meet the need of 
protecting society and the victim. 
The principle that the punishment 
should fit the crime (the degree of 
blameworthiness) and society be de- 
fended (the nature of the harm 
done) must be brought into balanc- 
ed equation, where necessary with 
the requirement of individualization 
of sentence. One is, however, not 
sure whether he is altogether right 
in ‘ting: the traditional: retri- 
butive element in punishment, the 
desire to see that justice be done, 
88 8 conscious or unconscious drive 
towards vindictiveness and as 8 
cover for our aggressive instincts. 
That would be too facile an expla- 
nation, since along the same line 
of reasoning each of the “higher” 
motivations of human behaviour can 
be cynically dismissed. For all his 
many shortcomings, modern mean is 
some stage in advance of the in- 
stinct-bound animal and can and 
does curb his inner urges and s0- 
called innate dispositions, For all 
the warning against reopening the 
debate about freedom of will and 
determinism, it lg equally one-sided 
and wrong to lay the emphasis upon 
the latter. 

Prof. Shoham, in his essay in the 
second volume, on “Criminology in 
8 Country of Social Change," reveals 
the same middle-of-the-way ap- 
proach. In discussing the family, 
ecological, economic and cultural 
factors in the predisposition to de- 
Unquency, he says, for Instance, 
that “economic need may be mea- 
sured objectively; greed is prac- 
tleally always a subjective state 
of mind. Crime is very often related 


to greed more than to need.” The 
findings may indicate that “it is a 
mistake to relate elther poverty or 
affluence to crime and delinquency” 
since it would appear that the 
norms transmitted by parents con- 
cerning the sanctity of property and 
abstention from violence 25 8 means 
of settling disputes are significant 
factors differentiating non-delin- 
quents from delinquents in the same 
peer group, both exposed to the 
same economic conditions. This con- 
clusion is supported by investiga- 
tions into the rates of deviance in 
the kibbutzim. 


Parents and children 


. Another aspect of the matter 
emerges incidentally from a study 
of certain psychological and envi- 
ronmental factors of neurotic juve- 
nile delinquency by Dr. R. Kohen- 
Raz, that appears in the first vo- 
lume. This study is couched in 
Freudian terms, which makes its 
reading difficult at times, to say 
the least. The burden of this study 
is that the ambivelent relationship 
between parents and child, due 
in part to cultural disharmonies be- 
tween the parents themselves, leads 
to alternating withdrawal from so- 
ciety and anti-social behaviour by 
the adolescent, and this demands 
special treatment, preferably away 
from the home. Three case studies 
are very briefly reported to make 
this point, The facts are tragic, and 
only in one was there any hope of 
remedial progress, The reason for 
this, it is suggested, is the Insight, 
tolerance and patience of the di- 
rectors of the institutions in which 
the young person had been placed 
and of the social worker who dealt 
with him. 


Another reason 


Without denying the truth of this 
or in any way detracting from the 
devotion of those people, there may 
well be another reason, which lies 
in the fact that between the ages 
of 8 and 14 the boy was sent to 
an Orthodox religious boarding 
schoo], The failure to evaluate this 
factor (which does not appear In 
the two other cases) is surprising 
and perhaps lamentable. It may also 
partly demonstrate the pltfails of 

oneself to psychoanalytic 
methods in the solution of complex 
legal and moral problems. Psycho- 
analysis can provide us with new 
substantive data but it cannot by 
itself solve any problem, especially 
where all the facts must be balanc- 
ed against traditional legal values 
and existing social conditions that 
form the background of the case 
in question. 


In Israel, the given social condi- 
tions are significantly characteris- 
ed by educational and cultural dif- 
ferentials. The effect of these on dif- 
ferentials in criminality rates ap- 

ears from the paper of Dr. U.O. 

elz in the first volume. The 
cold statistics seem to indicate that 
crime rates among non-Jews are 
almost consistently .higher.. than 


‘among Jews. There is a similar 


difference between groups of Euro- 
pean origin and others. Dr. Schmelz 
4s a statistician and offers no firm 
explanation for this phenomenon. 
For that we must turn to two stu- 
dies that are included in the second 
volume, 

The tentative conclusions these 
reach are too complicated to set 
out here. All that can be said is 
that the rate differential is some- 
how linked with the degree of ur- 
banization, a new phenomenon in 
the life of many new immigrants, 
which explains why the highest 
rate of juvenile delinquency is link- 
ed to the second generation who 
arrived with their parents imme- 
diately after the State was es- 
tablished or were born here 2 short 
time afterwards, The lowest rates 
occur in homogeneous agricultural 
Settlements and in those groups in 
agricultural areas which possess a 
high internal cohesion. Higher rates 
of delinquency are positively link- 
ed with higher rates of recidivism. 
On the other hand, the type of of- 
feace committed by immigrant 
youths is significantly less severe 
than that committed by nzon-immi- 
grants; this would suggest general 
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neglect and lack of family control 
among the former and a more pro- 
found syndrome ΟΣ maladjustment 
among the latter. 

An interesting fact that emerges 
from the statistics is that offences 
against property cover 40 per cent 
of the cases, while offences against 
the person aud against public order 
each account for 25 per cent. Some 
of the figures need breaking down 


in order to gauge their signifi-. 


cance. Thus, an increase in fraud 
and forgery among adults may be 
associated with a new law prohi- 
biting the drawing of post-dated 
cheques. The moral may be, as 
Adam Smith of smugglers 
In the 18th century observed, that 
criminals might be good citizens in 
every respect if the laws of the 
country did not make 8. crime 
which nature never meant to be 50. 
The effect of economic legislation 
upon crime and in particular the 
incidence and features of what is 
called sometimes “white collar” cri- 
minality are subjects which merit 


study. 


Middle-class delinquency 


The point of view urged here is 
well-illustrated by the study of mid- 
dle-class ‘delinquency that appears 
in the Tel Aviv volume. Merely to 
give very briefly some of the hypo- 
theses that have emerged will be 
sufficlent, The female-centred mid- 
die-class family leads to a “mas- 
culine protest” on the part of boys 
which expresses itself in delinquent 
conduct. Curiously enough, the nar- 
row cohesiveness of the middle- 
class family seems to be signifl- 
cant in the wrong direction. The 
strong lucrative orientation of the 
middle class, the cult of material- 
ism and immediacy, exercises a 
conceivable influence. Generally, the 
intultive sense that the family is 
ἃ rock whose shattering destroys 
the major defence against delin- 
quency is fully borne out. While 


some of the conclusions that are 
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will be discussed in a symposium on the subject: ΄- 
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enerally thought, the reverse; ad- 

Fiction is the result of learning 
from a veteran, the prostitutes from 
the pimps; addiction is a norm 
among criminals as a group; pros- 
titutes take drugs to forget their 
troubles: “Because of this dirty 
life... without it you can’t live;” 
among the pimps drug taking ἰ5 
a social matter; the majority would 
ban the free use of drugs for health 
and social reasons. Although this 
js not very clear, the mam drug 
used Is hashish. 


One or two contributions in the 
Jerusaiem volume deal with peri- 
pkeral matters, and that either in 
sn incomprehensible jargon — the 
Tel Aviv volume also suffers from 
the apparent inability of the con- 
tributors to express themselves with- 
out the assistance of the profes- 
sional and fashionable clichés — or 
so wordily that one cannot often 
see the wood for the trees, even 
if the wood is worth visiting. 

Two papers ip the Tel Aviv vol- 
ume deal with follow-up studies of 
correctional institutions. They are 
disappointing, since one Is merely 
an interim report and the other 
τίν descriptive. A final chapter 
presents a model for explaining 
violence within the criminal-victim 
matrix; it does not get us very 
far. 
Justice Haim Cohn opens the χε] 
rusalem volume with an essey on 
torture and confessions, which is 
very largely of historical interest —{ 
but done very elegantly. Its moral 
has immediate importance: the s0- 
liciting and encouraging of pleas of 
guilty and the legitimizing of con- 
fessions under cross-examination. — 
not only in the European inquisi- 
torial system bdut also in our own 
system of police interrogation — 
are fundamentally of the same psy- 
cological nature as the now ob- 
solete methods of physical torture. 
The moral thus drawn seems to 
echo the traditional Jewish rejection 
of self-incrimination, which rightly 
comes, unsurprisingly, from the au- 
thor, and it squares with his known 
champlonship of human rights. It is, 
as Be: says, a useful reminder of 
complacent illusions of progress In 
our dealings with our fellowmen. 


Intellectual rivalry 


It may rightly be asked whether 
@ small country such as ours can 
justifiably afford two Institutes of 
Criminology. These volumes miay 
perhaps partly answer the question. 
In any event, intellectual rivalry is 
always mutually stimulating. The 
Tel Aviv volume bears greater im- 
Press of the hand of its editor, the 
material is more “practical,” socio- 
logically orlented and by and lerge 
thematically integrated. The Jeru 
salem volume is a little too much 
of a patchwork, but more finely 
written and produced. Both main- 
taln a high standard of scholarship. 

Peter Eitman, who lives in Je-

dies in the same volume, could have 
been reached by intelligent reflec- 
tion and observation of what goes on 
around us, it is as well that these 
questions are subjected to more rigo- 
rous investigation and some attempt 
to quantify them are made. 

The upward trend of the delin- 
quency rates In the 17-19 age group 
adds weight to Judge David Rei- 
fen's plea in the Jerusalem volume 
for extending the jurisdiction of the 
juvenile courts for dealing with 
young adult offenders and institut- 
ing special courts for older adoles- 
cents, somewhat along the lines of 
the new “Care and Control" proceed- 
ings recently instituted in England. 
The experiment in that country would 
be well worth watching. 


Disparate papers 

A number of disparate papers 
appear in these volumes, of which 
short mention should be made. Leslie 
Sebba deals with the suspended or 
conditional sentence, a modern 
mode cf “penalty,” which Israel was 
one of the earliest countries to 
introduce in 1954; Belglum only did 
so in 1964 and England in 1967. It 
is widely In use in connection with 
81 kinds of offences and in 811 
courts, sometimes substituting for 
prison sentence and sometimes also 
for monetary penalties. It has not 
affected the rate of probation, 
which shares with it a number of 
features and which has in fact in- 
creased in combination bag era 
suspended sentence. High pes 
were held out for the suspended 
sentence, but its success now seems 
doubtful in view of the increase in 
the number of instances when the 
sentence has to be activated, Mr. 
Sebba, however, suggests that this 
increase may be linked with its 
greater use In cases of “worse” 
risk than hitherto. 

The Tel Aviv volume contains a 
paper on drug addiction among 
pimps and prostitutes, which may 
have wider projections on the gen- 
eral problem of drugs. One must 
pay tribute to Irit Friedman and 
Dana Pe'er, who collected their 
material by interviewing personally 
those very reluctant individuais who 
consented to be visited. Twenty- 
one persons in all were interviewed 
10 prostitutes and 11 pimps. 
They were a mixed bag: 16 from 
“Oriental” communities and five 
Ashkenazi. Fourteen were unmar- 
ried or divorced or separated, and 
nine had had no formal education. 
Most of them came from broken 
homes. We are at the very bottom 
of the pit.

Litter on the beaches 


To the Editor of Tho derusalem Pest 
Sir, As the subject of the 
cleanliness of Israel's beaches ic a 
current topic this summer, may I 
add a few words regarding the 
beaches of Bat Yam. which are, 
potentially, the most beautiful 
beaches in Israel due to the nature 
of the pure sand, the pleasant sur- 
roundings, and the new developing 
nature of Bat Yam itself. 


To visit Bat Yam's beaches on 
a Sabbath, holiday, or In fact on 
any day of the week, 15 unfor- 
tunately ἃ terrible experience 
because of the excess of dirt, litter, 
Tubbish, garbage, disused vehicles 
and oil strewn over the beaches. 
Worse is the sight of the visitors 
erowded onto the beaches, happily 
seated or swimming amid all this 
garbage and adding to it with their 
contributions of melon peel, sand- 
wiches, fruit, wrappings, bottles, etc. 

I cannot, however, lay all the 
blame on the visitors to the beaches 
because facilities for the encourag- 
ement of cleanliness are simply not 
provided by the Bat Yam authori- 
ties. May I suggest the following 
few points for possible adoption by 
the Bat Yam authorities. 

L A thorough education campaign 
during the coming year for: the 
residents and schoolchildren of Bat 
Yam, teaching them how to place 
litter in bins and if bins are not 
available, teaching them to pack up 
their rubbish and take it home, and 
‘dispose of it there. 

2 The provision of many litter 
bins, LUberally distributed on the 
beaches, so that the visitors can 
practice the new rules. 

3. The introduction of a system 
of penalties (similar to the litter 
fines in Burope) whereby any person 
caught disposing of litter in any 
place other than the provided re- 
ceptacle, or in any other way 
soling the beach, would be Instantly 
fined by beach inspectors with 
Special powers, 

4. Clear the beaches cf the loose 
rocks and stones deposited by build- 
ing contractors and also of the 
rusted metal pipes and old, discard- 
ed rusted trucks and cars. 

5. Establish more tollet, shower 
and cleaning facilities. 

6. Provide special areas of the 
beach for recreational activities such 
as football and beach tennis. 

7. Introduce if necessary ἃ small 
entry charge to the beach, or season 
‘tickets, to help cover the expenses

Hatzeva 10 days ago, 
and residents ‘there complained 
bitterly about thelr hot, cramped 
little flats. The “saddle-system,” 
with iis hexagons of slanting wails, 
was intended to insulate 
heat and cold, but air-conditioners 
have become a necessity In every 
flat. The walls are severely cracked 
and the rooms Inside ‘the three- 
storey flats are connected by steep 
and narrow little step-ladders 
which makes climbing vp and 
down stairs arduous even for the 
most able-bodied Heseri rats, let 
alone thelr pregnant wives or 
middle-aged relations. 

Hatzeva looks exciting but it 
should be pointed out as an 
example of supremely non-func- 
tional architecture. As one of the 
residents sald “wooden huts would 
have been more comfortable.”

Sir, — After having been through 
the mill of absorption during the 
jast academic year ss a new immil- 
grant student in the preparatory 
year progranime of the Hebrew Unl- 
versity of Jerusalem, 1 would like 
te present an inventory of this in- 
stitution om the basis of my ex- 
periences and observations, at the 
Centre of Pre-Academic Studies in 
Musrara. 

To. begin with, the noise is over- 
whelming: from the street (cars 
and children) and from the neigh- 

lecture which comes clear- 
ly through the thin asbestos parti- 
tions. 

In one of its official pamphlets, 
the administration of the Hebrew 
University professes that “the first 
year of the four year Bachelor of 
Arts pro 8 18 designed to pro- 
vide the student with high-level per- 
formance in Hebrew language and 
culture as well as other academic 
areas of three different fields of 
study.” This “high-level perfor- 
mance” is aimed to be arrived at 
by means of ἃ group of teachers, 
the bulk of whom are only gra- 
duate students who are not equip- 
ped with sufficient teaching expe- 
Tlence to teach at high-school le- 
vel, let alone in an institution de- 
clared to be of such high standing. 

In spite ofall the goodwill and 
strivings of the Hebrew language 
instructors, the lack of a madera 
languay lab system, e.g. audio-vi- 
sual sestems — in brief the obso- 
lete approach to teaching — pro- 
duces students who, even after a 
year of study, cannot read a news- 
paper in Hebrew. The same students, 
after a short summer vacation, 
have to plunge into thelr regular 
studies which require an advanced 
knowledge of Hebrew; they have 
to write term papers and lsten to 
the sophisticated lectures of thelr 
professors, all in Hebrew. 


Sephardic studies 


Among all the courses of Hebrew 
culture (Jewish philosophy, history. 
Bible), there were no series of lec- 
tures, let alone a specific course, 
on Eastern Jewry or the Sephardic 
Sages and their works, or on any- 

else related to Sephardic cul- 
ture. In spite of the fact that there 
were many students of Sephardic ori- 
gin (myself included), all the avatl- 
able courses on Jewish studies were 
devoted solely to European Jewry. 
I wholeheartedly accept all the pro- 
ducts of Ashkenazi Jewry as an 
inseparable part of Jewish culture, 
but I contend that such conspi- 
cuous oblivion of the cumulative his- 
tory and philosophy of 55 per cent 
of the population of this land — 
namely those of Sephardic origin 
presents a completely distorted 


., Pieture of Jewish culture, This is- 


sue which Is very sensitive has to 
be treated with utmost care, espe- 
clally when the headquarters of the 
Black Panthers is a block sway 
from this iustitution and serves as 
an acrimonious reminder of our 
country's social and cultural gaps. 

Those ‘responsible for this pro- 
gramme are elso guilty of dupli- 
elty. The students from abroad are 
attracted by stories concerning the 
campus and the curriculum. After 
being faced with reality here, many 

especially 


whole pro- 
gramme. A student who wants to 
mejor in psychology or economics 
for example does not study anything 
relevant to his future field of spe- 
cialization. During the preparatory 
year, in addition to the compulsory 
courses in Hebrew, English, Jewish 
studies and Mathematics (for social 
selence students only!, his option 
is between a course in geography 
or history. He oniy finds this out 
a week before classes start and all 
enquiries on the subject remain un- 
answered until studies start, leaving 
the student with the only option of 
tossing ἃ coin to decide which 
course to take.

AUTOPSIES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Pont 

Sir, — As the question of post- 
mortem examinations has become 
acute once more, I would Hke to 
report ἃ personal experience. 

In the early twenties, I was assis- 
tant in one of the big pathological 
institutes In Berlin for several 
years, In this institute, there were 
Many students from foreign coun- 
tries, most of them from China, Ja- 
pan and Poland. The students from 
Poland were, without exception, all 
Jewlsh students. This fact puzzted 
me, and one day I asked some of 
them why only Jewish students came 
to the pathological institute from 
Poland, whether they were espe- 
cially interested in pathology, and 
I received the following explana- 
tion: In Poland, every student had 
to perform a certain number of 
_autopsica before his final examina- 
tions, and the Jewish students were 
permitted to perform these autopsies 
only on Jewish corpses. This was, 
of course, a trick of the Polish 
Government to avoid an official nu- 
merus clausus (against medical 
students) as far as the outside world 
was concerned, and these students 
were therefore forced to leave thelr 


he is still abroad, the choice is 
his own and is made of his own 
free will. 

As its name implies, the Centre is 
concerned to offer pre-academic 
Studies, Le. studies preparatory to 
a full university course. Your cor- 
respondent's complaint that gra- 
duate students are employed as 
teachers, does not seem valid. Gra- 
duate students serve successfully at 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
as assistants and may often be clos- 
er to the real problems of studying 
than are those who have already 
completed their Ph.D. programmes.

‘Unfounded charges’ 


Mr. Hanukoglu makes totally un- 
founded charges against the quality 
of Hebrew teaching at the Centre. 
Responsibility for Hebrew teaching 
is tn the hands of the University 
unit for the teaching of Hebrew aos 
a foreign language which advises it 
on the most advanced methods. In 
the opinion of Dr. Uzi Ornan, of the 
unit, one of the Centre's finest 
achievements is in fact the very 
high level of Hebrew which its gra- 
duates attain. It should be sufficient 
to point out that after three months 
of the Centre's intensive ulpan, stu- 
dents take the next seven months 
of the pre-academic course in He- 
brew, and for the vast majority the 
process is painless. 

With regard to Mr. Hanukoglu's

In his policy speech to the U.N. General Assemb- 
ly on Monday, Secretary of State William Rogers 
outlined six points on which the U.S. proposes to 


negotiate on an interim 


Suez Canal agreement. 


The following is the official text of the portion of 
Mr. Rogers’ statement concerning the M.E., which 
was summarised in cable dispatches yesterday. 


Each side is convinced of the 
justice of its cause. Each is con- 
cerned about its future security. A 
political settlement — based on 
mutual accommodation — could as- 
sure both. An attempt to achieve 
these ends by force will destroy all 
Poasibility for ‘either, 

This is why we believe that a 
third major step toward ‘peace is 
essential: -A step which can be 
taken now; A step that is practi- 
cal; A step that could help to 
create the confidence gna trust 
which are now ᾿ Ρ to- 
ward full and complete capae enta- 
tion of Resolution 242. 

That step is an interim Suez 
Canal agreement. That is why the 
US. has welcomed the interest of 
both Egypt and Israel in such an 
agreement. That is why at the re- 
quest of the parties the U.S. has 
undertaken to play 8. constructive 
role in the process of arriving at 
an b aeroemnent. 

In order to explore the positions 
of each side we have discussed con-

Fifth, is the question of an 
Egyptian presence east of the Suez 
Canal, The reopening and operation 
of the Suez Canal would require

Egyptian military presence east of 
the Canal is one on which the par- 
ties hold opposite views.

internal strife and contradictions, 
mired in a socio-psychologica! crl- 
sis and intellectual confusion. 
Moreover, overconsumption, with its 
attendant discharge of noxious 
waste and its endless accumulation 
of disused materials, has become a 
Primary source of pollution of wa- 
ter and air, soil and sea, ruining 
the beauty of the natural environ- 
ment, and perniciously affecting hu- 
man life in the noisy, grimy mega- 
lopolis with all its environmental 
and ecological problems. 
‘Little to spare’ 

The two trillion dollar economy 
of this affluent society can spare 
only $13.6 billion a year, i.e., about 
three-quarters of one per cent, for 
the development of the two-thirds of 
humanity which has to subsist on 
only half a trillion dollar gross 
national product — a distribution 
of wealth of about 80 per cent for 
one-third of mankind and 20 per 
cent for the other two-thirds. 

There is the frightening spectre of 
a clash between the over-affluent 
society, which has largely abandon- 
ed its humanistic and rationalisite 
achievements, and the two-thirds of 
humanity steeped in misery, hunger 
and disease, engaged in a struggle 
Yor their very physical existence, 
made resentful by the demonstration 
effect of the affluent western civi- 
lization. 

This ts the reflection of the glo- 
bal scene, with its apocalyptic mo- 
saic of material, spiritual, cultural 
and political cross-currents, which 
are exacerbating both the ailments 
afflicting the affluent society and 
the misery and want of the rest of 
humanity. This is the universal and 
human challenge of development: fa‘ 
its prosaic and pragmatic form:

AFTER the Second World War, the 

victorious powers proved equal 
to the challenge posed by the ruin 
and destruction of the European 
continent. The Marshall Plan and the 
establishment of the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund 
at Bretton Woods amply bear out 
the truth of this contention But 
today, a swelling volume of factors 
of production and a_ technology 
enabling man to reach the moon 
and explore outer space, to devise 
instruments of both life and des- 
truction, are inadequate to meet the 
challenge of hunger, ignorance and 
disease plaguing two-thirds of man- 
kind.

But in the Third World it is not 
only the low standards of life, which 
have improved only slightly in the 
ast decade, but also unemployment 
that {gs the curse of the under- 
developed nations. It ls mounting 
twice as fast as the growth of the 
population — and this at a time 
when many of the developed nations 
are suffering from an acute short- 


age of labour. 
Whatever the rationalization of 
the reluctance to allocate more 


than a tiny fraction of the annual 
imecremental gross national product 
of the developed world to’ promot- 
ing the economic growth of the 
Third World. capital availability is 
the foremost and an indispensable 
precondition for any attempt to 
break the vicious circle of under- 


employment and subhuman stan- 
dards of life. 
kk & 
HERE are only two possible 


ways to activate the potential 
factors of production of the de- 
veloping world — domestic capital 
formation and capital import. Do- 
mesti¢c capital formation Is obvious- 
ly constrained by the low. margin 
of subsistence in the developing na- 
tions and has reached its limits. 
But the two trillion dollar economy 
of the developed world, with its 
$100 billion annual increase of gross 
national product, with all its af- 
fluence and overconsumption, does 
not find it possible to export suf- 
ficient capital, skill and know-how 
to foster and stimulate economic 

th in the underdeveloped world. 
Tt should be stressed in this con- 
text that, by providing work for 
hundreds of millions of underem- 
ployed and unemployed, this would 
increase the wealth of the world 
as a whole and facilitate a tre- 
mendously expanded production of 
capital goods in the advanced in- 
dustrial nations for export to the 
underdeveloped nations. Such a de- 
velopment would, in the final analy- 
sis, redound to the benefit of the 
developed, no less than of the de- 
veloping, nations. 

Today, some four-fifths of total! 
capital Investment in the develop- 
ing world is derlved from domestic 
capital formation. This is obviously 
the limit. More cannot be squeezed 
out of the underdeveloped econo- 
mies of these countries, with thelr 
precariously narrow margin of sub- 
sistence -—- certainly. not under ἃ 
democratic regime; nor under the 
influence of the demonstratably: 
high standards of life in the west. 
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TRE challenge is to telescope a 

process which should normally 
take half a century into two de- 
cades. This can be done, with an 
adequate import οἵ capital. skill 
and know-how and with a motiva- 
tion transcending material [ocen- 
tives. For capital will now flow to 
the developing world as a result of 
the ition of economic forces 
alone. Political instability, UWiteracy, 
low standards of education and the 
risk of war and interna! conflict 
preclude this. 

The example of Israel may be 
cited as proof that it can be done. 
In a country of 8,000 square miles, 
three quarters of them desert and 
barren hills, with a pronounced 
scarcity of natural resources, de- 
void of coal, oil. timber and ores 
and almost all other natural re- 
sources, with o limited quantity of

water and a small cultivable area, 
contending with a difficult geopo- 
litical situation and the quadrupling 
of the population within two de- 
ecades, Israel has achieved an an- 
nual GNP growth of ten per cent 
per annum since its establishment. 
and within two decades real GNP 
has multiplied sevenfold. 

‘The standards of life and private 
consumption have increased two 
and a half times per head in the 
same period. Agricultural produc- 
tion has been stepped up to 2 level 
where it now supplies 85 per cent 
of the requirements of the vastiy 
Jarger population. What is more, 
Israeli agriculture has achieved the 
highest rate of growth in the world 
and in some branches yields have 
attained 2 world record. Exports of 
go00ds and services have mereased 
from $46m. in 1950 to $1,500m. in 
i971, 

The labour foree has expanded by 
three times, and while agricultural 
production has increased more than 
eightfold during this period, the 
number of persons engaged in farm- 
ing has declined from 17 per cent 
of the total labour force to ten 
per cent. Productivity per worker 
in the economy as a whole has im- 
proved at the rate of 4.5 per cent 
per annum. The process of Indus- 
trialization has brought up the num- 
ber of persons employed in manu- 
facturing to 26 per cent of the total 
labour force. Exports constitute 29 
per cent of the country’s GNP and 
of these about 90 per cent consist 
of manufactured goods and services 
and only ten per cent of agricul- 
tural produce and raw materials. 

The indispensable ingredients of 
such progress are sufficient, even 
plentiful, capital, an adequate level 
of skilled labour. science, techno- 
logy and expertise, and the impon4 
derables of motivation. This is the 
key to the enigma of economic 
growth, and all of these ingredieats 
ean, and should, be reproduced on 
ἃ world scale. 

Capital supply 

First consider capita) supply. It is 
mot the sole ingredient of a policy 
of development: capital alone can- 
not do the job. On the other hand, 
the argument frequently volced that 
capital is the least relevant of the 
elements is patently fallacious, as 
is borne out by the experience of 
all those countries that have under- 
gone_vigorous economic’ growth '— 
all of which have been distingulsh- 
ed by a large capital import. The 
claim that capita: is of little sig- 
nificance too frequentiy serves as 
@ convenient rationalization of the 
fact that only a trickle is being 
diverted to the underdeveloped na- 
tions. 

There are presently under discus- 
sion two methods of augmenting 
the flow of deveiopment capital 
which are not contradictory but 
complementary: the so-called Horo- 
witz Plan and ἃ iink between the 
creation of SDRs and development. 

As to the Horowitz Plan, it could 
be implemented by the World Bank 
alone. There wouid be little, if any, 
difficulty in very substantially in- 
creasing the Back’s borrowings if 
its bonds yielded a higher return. 
The raising of i¢ interest rates 
on such bonds would enable them te 
supplant some of the issues ΟΥ̓ lower 
priority. which serve to increase 
investments in the aiready over- 
heated econemy of the developed 
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world, contributing to inflationary 
Pressures and tendencies. The time 
is particularly propitious, as some 
$60 billion of speculative Eurodol- 
lars crowd the money markets of 
the world and to some extent this 
constitutes oue of the major causes 
of financial fluctuations and dis- 
turbances. This cource of capital 
could be tapped by an appropriate 
Management of the interest rate of 
World Bank bonds. The additional 
amounts so procured could be lent 
by the World Bank to IDA, and 
the interest di tial covered 
from the Interest Equalization Fuad 
which would consist of three com- 
ponent elements: the profits of the 
World Bank, the income surplus of 
the IMF and relatively small allo- 
cations from the budgets of the 
developed nations, even if these are 
at the expense of the IDA re-, 
plenishment. i 


Ample capital 
Considering the heavy indebtedness 
of the underdeveloped. nations, IDA 
must become a much more impor- 
tant instrument of development than 
it is today, and should therefore 
have an ample supply of capital at 
its disposal. Such funds cannot he 
obtained on an adequate scale by 
going, year after year, hat in hand 
to the governments and parliaments 
of the world with a request] for 
replenishment. They can be obtain- 
ed by direct access to the capital 
markets, provided that exaggerated 
interest rate considerations do not 
militate against this course of ac- 
tion and that replenishment funds 
are partly utilized for this purpose. 
Only large-scale borrowing, par~- 
ticularly on the Eurodgllar market, 
could put at the disposal of the 
World Bank sufficient funds, which 
would then be leat to IDA, using 
the Interest Equalization Funi to 
free the Bank from the constralnts 
of a too low interest rate accruing 
to holders of its bonds. Even the 
relatively smaller amounts uow he- 
ing allocated by the varlous gnov- 
ernments to IDA could serve a 
much more useful role as an jgni- 
tion spark releasing mussive 
amounts of capital to IDA through 
acecesss to the capital markets. 

The diversion for this purpose of 
Eurodoilars and «ther funds pro- 
cured on the capital markets is ἃ 
cheap and simple way of stepping 
up. the flow of capital to develop- 
ing mations without detrimentally 
affecting the advanced nutions. 

The committees that examined 
this proposal in an objective man- 
ner — the Pearson Committers, ap- 
pointed by the World ‘Bank, the 
Perkins and Peterson committees, 
appointed by the President of the 
United States, and mure recently a 
comprehensive and well-reasoned re- 
port that had teen commissiuned 
by UNCTAD from Hurry ΒΗ], 
economic consultants, all of them 
recommended one variint or an- 
other of this plan. 

The latter study makes the point 
that impiementation of the Hora- 
witz propysal is presently easier, as 
larger amounts could be raised on 
the capital murkets of the world.

Another way of mohilizing capl- 
tal for the developing nations is the 
establishment of a link between the 
creation of SDKs and development. 

It is not suggested that SDRs 
should be created for purposes of 
development. As far as I know, no- 
body has suggested this unorthodox 
method of financing development. 
However, if SDRs are created to 
Increase world liquidity, there is no 
reason why allocation according to 
IMF quotas --- 1.6. substantially more 
toe the rich and less to the poor 
nations — should be sacrosanct. The 
same ends could be served by using 
part of the SDRs to huy World 
Bank bonds, which would enor- 
mously enlarge the World Bank's 
capacity to finance IDA.

PART from the ultroorthodox 
“% argument that there should be no 
connection between development 
and the creation of Hquldity. for 
which {ft is difficult to flod a 
rational explanation, much is made 
of the threat of inflationary pres- 
sures Hable to be generated by 
such a policy.

RULING ON ‘SOCCER 
SALE’ TOMORROW 


TEL AVIV. District Court 
Tu Yosef Harish is expected 
to hand down his ruling to- 
morrow on the request of Ha- 
dera Hapoel for an injunction 
barring the Football Association’s 
supreme court from continuing to 
consider the case of the “sold” 
game with Bnei Yehuda — and 
the possibility of Hadera’s relega- 
tion to a lower league. 

‘Hadera had requested the injunc- 
tion following the recommendation 
of Education Minister Yigal Allon 
that the case be referred to the 
ΕΑ. Court in the wake of the 
Etztonl committee findings on foot- 
ball corruption. (An earlier District 
‘ourt ruling had found Hadera re- 
sponsible for the selling of the 
game by two of its players, but this 
decision was later reversed by the 
state Supreme Court in Jerusalem, 
which ruled that the lower court 
was incompetent to intervene in a 
matter being handled by the legal 
bodies of the Football Association.) 

{Post Sports Reporter Gideon Hod 
adds that no matter what the 
court's decision is on Thursday, 
there is little Hkelihood of the Lea- 
gue matches starting on Saturday. 
If Hadera gets the injunction, the 
entire question of her relegation 
will stil! be unresolved.

They went to the father, 2 man 
known for his cscurage who hag 
been awarded a citation for his 
prowess, 

Mr, Dayan pleaded with him on 
behalf of the giri. The father, fol. 
jowing traditional Beduin hospltal- 
ity, had a meal prepared for the 
guest. 

The Minister sald he would not 
touch aby foo! In the house until 
he would piedge that πὸ harm would 
befall the girl. “Until today she was 
your daughter. From today she is 
my daughter and I want to hear 
you promise that she will be safe.” 

The father and brothers agreed
